FIRST MISSION ISSUE 


It was decided at the General Assembly to discontinue 
the Macedonian Call as a separate magazine and dedicate 
an Evangel each quarter to missions. Therefore, it is 
with delight that we dedicate this Evangel as the first 
issue for that purpose. In fact, it is only a delight to co- 
operate with the Missions Department in this publication. 
The next issue of the Evangel that will be dedicated to 
missions will be about the middle of January. Of course, 
it is well known to the Evangel family that the mission 
feature in the Evangel is not restricted or limited to these 
special issues, for the Missions Department has had a page 
or more earmarked for it all the while. However, I am 
sure these mission features will be more interesting now 
that the news and other special items that heretofore 
were going in the Macedonian Call are channeled to this 
paper. Not only that, since the subscription circulation of 
the Macedonian Call was rather limited, it will now have 
a greater reading constituency. After all, there is nothing 
that can be more interesting to a live-wire church or de- 
nomination than missions. 

It is true that modern missions were born in a prayer 
meeting in the shadow of a haystack at Williams College, 
Williamstown, Mass., in 1827, in the consecrated hearts of 
four young men—Rice, Mills, Richards, and Hall—but 
when we say modern missions, it is equivalent to saying 
that there were missions long before this day—1827. In 
fact, Bible readers are aware that the spirit and plan of 
missions began immediately after the fall of Adam and 
Eve in the Garden of Eden. This is clearly set forth in the 
slaying of the animals from which the skin was taken to 
cloth Adam and Eve. The blood of the animals certainly 
was a type of the blood of the Lord Jesus that was to be 
shed, and since Christ was there, there was an agreement, 
no doubt, between God and Christ as to His great work as 
a missionary in redeeming man to God the Father. 

Abraham was a great Oriental missionary. In fact, he 
was a pioneer in the field of missions. He went out from 
idolatry, as a convert unto God, into a place that he knew 
not of, but that God showed him, among strange people 
in a strange land. God’s promise to him was, “I will bless 
you and make you a blessing; and in thee all the families 
of the earth shall be blessed.” This promise was partly 
fulfilled when Joseph went down into Egypt as a slave 
and became a prisoner, yet was faithful to God. It was 
further fulfilled when Jacob and the sixty-nine souls 
with him went down into Egypt for preservation of life. It 
had a still greater fulfillment when Moses and Aaron 
led the children of Israel out of Egypt, across the Red Sea, 
and into the wilderness, for Joshua to finally lead them 
into the land of Canaan. The Israelitish nation had been 
a living witness to the miracle-working supremacy of the 
almighty, eternal and everlasting God, to the Egyptians, 
the Amorites, the Amalekites, the Jebusites and all the 
other ites and nations, until they reached Canaan, and 
then the Canaanites witnessed the protecting hand of Al- 
mighty God in their behalf. City after city, tribe after 
tribe, country after country, and nation after nation were 
made aware of the fact that there was a supreme God, the 
God of the Israelites, and that He was different to their 
gods, and superior to them. 

God’s great mission program, through Abraham’s pos- 
terity, moves on, this time through a little maid down in 
Syria, who informed Naaman that there was a man of God 
in Israel who could heal him. Yes, the mission program 


Quis: on, this time through Jonah who fled from God and 


His call toward Tarsus, only to be swallowed by a whale, 
and then, eventually, after repenting and being thrown 
out -—— the shore, went to Nineveh and proclaimed the 
gospel message that God had told him to—the message of 
repentance—and all Nineveh repented and was spared. 
God’s mission program cannot be stopped, and so it moves 
on. Three Hebrew children were thrown into the fiery fur- 


-° in Babylon because they were true to Jehovah God 


d would not deny Him. The Son of God joined them in 
the fire and made them immune to it. This the king and all 
Babylon could not forget, and it was proclaimed that there 
was a living and supreme God above their god. Daniel’s 
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yp my enemies had him thrown into the lions’ den, 
ut the lions did not destroy him and he came forth as a 
living witness to the kind, tender, fatherly care of the Su- 
preme God, Jehovah God; and the king sent forth a proc- 
lamation honoring Daniel’s God. 

Then, forty-two generations from Abraham, He who had 
been the Bright and Morning Star in the minds’ eyes of 
the prophets and the Hope for the salvation of mankind 
was born—Jesus, so named because He was to save His 
people from their sins. At the age of thirty, God’s Son and 
the Son of man, began His great missionary missions. He 
called twelve common, ordinary men, yet, men with big 
hearts, to follow Him and become fishers of men. After 
instructing and teaching them for some time, He sent 
them forth on a mission to heal the sick, open the eyes of 
the blind, cleanse the lepers, and cast out devils. These 
wonderful things they did in His name. He Himself, as was 
testified by that spokesman of the disciples, Simon Peter, 
went about doing good. He healed the sick within His 
touch and beyond His reach, and forgave sinners. He 
opened the eyes of the blind; He laid His hand upon the 
leper and cleansed him; He raised the widow’s son and 
restored Lazarus to his sisters, Martha and Mary, after he 
had been dead four days. He fed the hungry multitude 
from five loaves and two fishes; He walked on the sea in 
the darkest of the night hour, through the storm, to 
reach His disciples who were in distress. He was a great 
missionary example to His disciples, who were also mis- 
sionaries. Then He called seventy other disciples into the 
mission work and sent them forth, and 4 were so suc- 
cessful in their healing ministry and in their power to 
cast out devils that they returned rejoicing because of the 
accomplishments in their missionary work. Thousands 
loved this great Missionary, Jesus, yet thousands hated 
Him unto death. It was by His death between two thieves 
on the cross that He not only climaxed in a great way His 
mission, but He climaxed it in a triumphant, successful 


way. 

While Jesus hung on the cross, one of the thieves was 
saved by Him and the other rejected, showing that there 
will be those who will accept Jesus Christ, while there will 
be those who will not believe and will be damned, regard- 
less of the most effective work of the most effective mis- 
sionary. He rose triumphant from the grave to eventually 
ascend to the right hand of the Father, and there made 
intercession for the church and sent the y ! Ghost to em- 
power it to be a missionary church. For did not He say, 
“Ye shall receive power after that the Holy Ghost is come 
upon you; and ye shall be witnesses unto me both in 
Jerusalem and in all Judea and in Samaria, and to the 
uttermost part of the earth”? The baptism of the Holy 
Ghost would endue them with power, power to carry out 
post-crucifixion and post-resurrection commission, “Go ye 
therefore, and teach all nations, baptizing them in the 
name of the Father, and of the Son, and of the Holy Ghost; 
and, lo, I am with you always, even unto the end of the 
earth.” Therefore, the commission is ours. 

Not only have we been commissioned, but the enduement 
of power and baptism of the Holy Ghost is for the church 
and every missionary. Therefore, the duty of the church 
is set forth by the disciples, “who went forth and preached 
everywhere, the Lord working with them and confirming 
the Word with signs following.” Every Christian is, in some 
sense, a missionary; that is, whether he is a minister of 
the gospel of the Lord Jesus Christ, or a singer of the 
gospel, or just a layman, he is to bear testimony for the 
Lord Jesus, and is, in that sense, a missionary, whether 
at home or abroad. 

The church is responsible to missions in three great 
ways at least: first, to go; second, to pray; third, to send. 
If we fail in this threefold responsibility toward the lost 
world, then, of course, the cause of missions will fail. The 
church of the living God is constituted of men and women 
at home and abroad who have been redeemed through the 
precious blood of Jesus Christ from Satan and sin; there- 
fore, as it was Christ’s mission to seek and save the lost, 
so is it also the mission of the church today. There is 
nothing that adds more impetus and assures a church 
or denomination more success than its all-out effert for 
missions. We ourselves know that when we woke up to 
the challenge to work for missions throughout the church, 
not only in praying and going, but sending and raising 
money, we began to grow and realize greater progress than

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International Conference of Evangelicals 


September 4 - 8, ‘Boston, Mass,

The same basic principles which 
brought NAE into existence a few 
years ago, and which have made it 
such a blessing to the people of 
America in calling evangelicals to- 
gether for a united front, with the 
emphasis on the importance of the 
Spiritual life of America, are today 
calling the evangelicals of other na- 
tions across the world to united fel- 
lowship and action on the basis of a 
common faith. Already, more than 
one-third of the population of the 
world is practically closed to mis- 
sionary efforts. Who knows how soon 
other countries will be behind an im- 

assable iron or bamboo curtain. The 
ree peoples of the world are engaged 
in a bitter struggle with the arch- 
enemy, communism. 

As you know, communism is more 
than a political belief. It is a form of 
fanaticism. It is an evil doctrine, 
against all our concepts of life. It is 
atheistic and opposes all forms of 
religious worship. While communism 
claims it works for the benefit of all 
the people, it does not trust those it 
claims to help. 

All the democratic elections that 
have not been dominated by com- 
munism vote communists out every 
time. Therefore, the wishes of the 
people over whom they sway power 
are crushed; they become mere vic- 
tims, and are not a free people. The 
cry of the Kremlin that the United 
States and the United Nations are 
interfering with the local situation in 
Korea is more deception. Neverthe- 
less, the world now sees and under- 
stands that this is only another 
strategy of the communists, for com- 
munists have admitted that their war 
is against the democracies, and must 
be, and will be, a never-ending one, 
for they believe that democracy must 
be destroyed if communism is to sur- 
vive; but communism is not the only 
factor that enters into the serious 
situation in which we find ourselves. 
There are Roman Catholicism, ma- 
terialism, modernism, and _ statism, 
with their demoralizing influence on 
true spirituality, which challenges the 
best the church has to offer in a 
= powerful gospel in this our 

ay. 

The World Council of Churches, 
which has entered the field, being 
ae by modernists at the 

ead, and obviously assuming the role 
of a superchurch, can never right- 
fully - represent the cause of true 
fundamental believers in the Lord 
Jesus Christ. While it is true the 
W.C.C. denies that its council seeks to 
become a superchurch, a center of 
ecclesiastical power, which will seek 
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to control the churches that adhere 
to it; nevertheless, we have inside in- 
formation from the recent third an- 
nual meeting of the central com- 
mittee of the W.C.C. at Toronto, Can- 
ada, July 8-15, which reveals they 
— over two whole days debating 
the subject of the superchurch issue, 
the arguments at times reaching a 
very high pitch. However, you will 
likely see very little reference to such 
a debate in any of the periodicals. 
It was my privilege to attend all 
the meetings of the session of the 
International Conference of Evan-

gelicals, which met in Boston, Sep- 
tember 4-8; to feel the spirit of co- 
operation of the brethren; and to 
know the attitude expressed by the 
representatives from thirty nations, 
and I assure you the brethren were 
of the unanimous opinion that we 
need such an organization as will be- 
come a service unit to all evangelicals 
throughout the world without in- 
tn ge upon the rights and preroga- 
tives of any of the churches in any 
nation. 

May I quote from an article written 
by Dr. J. Elvin Wright, chairman of 
the Commission on World Relations, 
which appeared in the United Evan- 
gelical Action, September 1 issue, on 
page seven: 

“Only after five years of careful 
study and conference with hundreds 
of leaders in foreign lands have we 
arrived at a formula by which it is 


believed NAE may be helpful to our 
brethren overseas. This is leading us 
to consultations which it is hoped 
may result in the provision of ways 
and means of meeting pressures from 
any source, political or religious. 

“It is most essential that everyone 
shall have firmly fixed in his con- 
sciousness the fact that NAE has no 
desire to become international. It is 
an American organization and should 
remain so, in spite of —— from 
groups in Europe and other sections 
of the world that they may be ad- 
mitted to membership. 

“Rather, we desire to place at the 
disposal of believers everywhere such 
information as we possess that may 
enable them to establish within their 
respective countries wholly autono- 
mous fellowship of believers. These 
fellowships will be likely to attract 
only those who are concerned, as we 
have .been in America, over the swift 
expansion of powerful religieux-poli- 
tical movements which threaten the 


ished task for the evangelization o 
the whole world. 

“These national evangelical move- 
ments which are now taking shape 
in many countries must in no degree 
be dominated by American leader- 
ship. Each country has its peculiar 
problems and needs. It is far better 
that each shall devise its own for- 
mula for cooperation. The essential 
point of approximate uniformity, in 
our judgment, is in the statement of 
faith to be adopted by each national 
group. 

“At the proper time, when a con- 
siderable number of countries have 
a cohesive evangelical nucleus of be- 
lievers, there should be an _ inter- 
national convention of delegates from 
these national organizations, which 
will decide on further steps for joint 
action on the international level.” 

Step by step the evangelicals are 
making progress toward an interna- 
tional association. At the Hilden- 
borough Conference in England last 
March, representatives from several 
countries discussed the future pos- 
sibilities, and hoped, at the Inter- 


liberties of the church in its ion of 


sachusetts, September 4-8, to arriv 
at a point where an international con- 
vention for definite action, including 
the appointment of permanent inter- 
national committees, might be possi- 
ble by August, 1952. However, after the 
reports from the representatives, and 
being faced with a clearer vision of 
shortness of time, the brethren 
Boston unanimously decided that a 
permanent international committee 
should be appointed, who should meet 


national Conference in Boston, ri @® 
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in Holland in January, 1951, and that 
the constitutional convention of the 
@ nriernational Association of Evangeli- 

cals should convene in August, 1951, 
instead of 1952. The objectives of the 
association were set forth: first, as a 
witness to the historical faith; second, 
to encourage and to promote fellow- 
ship among evangelicals; third, to 
stimulate evangelism and to promote 
united evangelical action in every 
sphere of life. 

It is significant that we had with 
us as moderator of the Interna- 
tional Conference, General Sir Arthur 
Smith, the present chairman of the 
World Evangelical Alliance, an organ- 
ization serving fundamental believ- 
ing Christians for the past one hun- 
dred and four years. 

The General Smith, knighted for 
his bravery, has retired from the 
British Army after forty years of 
active service, serving ovérseas in 
Africa, Egypt, Palestine, and, I be- 
lieve, China. He was the command- 
er-in-chief of the defense of the city 
of London during World War II, and 
shows himself every inch a general. 

In his first remarks assuming the 
chairmanship of our conference, he 
said: “For my first time I entered 
America yesterday, and now today my 
heart has been thrilled with the gos- 
pel songs you sing, which songs are 
the same that I heard in my own 
community less than a week ago.” 

Space will not permit my giving an 
account of the interesting and in- 
structive reports of the various ex- 
ecutive mission secretaries, represent- 
atives from the many lands, or of the 
full text of the decisions reached by 


this World Conference. I might add 
that in the selection of the name of 
the association, special effort was 
made to blend the name of the World 
Evangelical Alliance, the National 
Association of Evangelicals, and other 
names of fellowships; but the word 
“fellowship” was not to be found in 
the Italian and French languages, 
and, though some of us NAE officials 
voiced objection to the name about to 
be chosen, for fear it would be too 
much American, and withdrew from 
voting; however, when the measure 
was finally presented, the chairman 
announced a.unanimous vote, for 
there were no objectors to the name 
“International Association of Evan- 
gelicals.” Thus, the baby association 
to be born next August in Holland, 
like John of old, has a name await- 
ing its arrival. 

May we ask that you join in sin- 
cere prayer that the evangelicals, al- 
though in numbers of places faced 
with the ordeal of isolation and bit- 
ter persecution, may join hands with 
their fellow brethren in evangelical 
fellowships in their respective coun- 
tries and bestir themselves to the 
sense of their responsibilities, and 
that a united front of all evangelicals 
throughout the world may insure the 
continuation of a testimony of the 
glorious gospel of our Lord and Sav- 
iour Jesus Christ. 

May we ask, also, that you pray 
especially for D. J. Elvin Wright and 
Dr. Clyde Taylor, who are beginning 
this month to visit many countries, 
speaking in series of conferences with 
missionaries and national leaders 
throughout the Orient. 








PUERTO BARRIOS CONFERENCE 
CONVENED DURING THE TIME 
OF THE GENERAL ASSEMBLY 
There were no conflicts, however, 
since the people in Puerto Barrios 
were not privileged to attend the 
General Assembly; but there were 
many parallels, one especially. God 
blessed them in a wonderful way, as 
He did us at the great International 

General Assembly. 

In the city by the sea, seven more 
souls were saved, four baptized with 
the Holy Ghost, thirteen reconciled 
with the church, fourteen immersed 
in water, and two sanctified; and 
there were three matrimonies. 

The conference was held down in 
the hot banana country. The pastor 
in the capital city of Guatemala, an 
elder, his wife, and a delegation of 
four young men from the Young 
People’s Endeavor of the church of 
Paqui, Totonicapan, were _ along. 
Brother McAfee says that Paqui is 

ver 8,000 feet in the mountains, and 
he brethren a suffered in the 
intense heat of the sea-level port. 
He stated, “We suffered our share in 
the heat and rejoiced among our 
brethren around the fire of the Holy 
Spirit, which was indeed prevalent. 

efore the conference was over, one 
the Paqui brethren came down with 
alaria, caused by the malaria mos- 
quito. He came home with us on the 
train, lying on the floor under the 
wooden benches. When we got to the 
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relatively cool climate of Guatemala 
City, he livened a little, and, after 
a day of rest, these beloved Indian 
brethren headed back to their cold- 
climated country with a new experi- 
ence and a renewed consecration to 
keep on in the good fight of faith.”

Wonderful Revival at Indian Fish Camp, Alaska 


J. H. Davis, Missionary 


I have just returned from a trip 
to an inland Indian village. This vil- 
lage is 400 miles from Palmer. A Pen- 
tecostal preacher had been there for 
some time in the past, but had been 
called to another place. This place 
has been on my heart for some time, 
but I had not had a chance to go 
there until recently, We found some 


fine Christian natives there. They had 
all left their village and were camp- 
ing at a place called Fish Camp. 
Practically all native villages have 
their fish camps. These are genera 

on the banks of rivers or smalle 
streams where they make fish traps. 
A fish trap is made in a narrow place 


in the stream and is a sort of V-- 
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shaped dam, with an opening in the 
the center. In this opening a net is 
placed, which looks like a very large 
dip net. The mesh of this net is just 
large enough for the fish to push 
their heads through, but not their 
bodies. When they try to back up, 
they find themselves caught by the 
gills. The natives take these fish and 
hang them up to dry, after og | 
their bodies three ways, only the tai 
remaining intact. The tail being 
tough, holds the pieces together dur- 
ing the curing process. They dry 
bushels and bushels of these fish, 
which are used for dog food, also for 
themselves. 
These natives are quite primitive 
in their manner of living, although 
his village has a school. Most of the 
Ider people cannot speak very much 
nglish. They are people of few words, 
but most of their thoughts are ex- 
pressed in a way easily understood. 
They like slow speech that is easy to 
understand. One of their chiefs re- 
proved a missionary for talking too 
fast, in this manner, “You talk too 
much, white man. You go boom, boom, 
too fast. Must talk slow, Indian no 
understand.” Around eighty have 
been saved in this village, and fifty or 
more have received the Holy Ghost, 
including the chief and his wife. I was 
touched as I read the sign at the en- 
trance of the trail which leads to 
their fish camp. It reads: 
FISH CAMP 
NO DRUNKS 
Order, Chief and Council 


Most of these villages have many 
drunkards and are reeking with sin 
and filth, but here one could see the 
result of the gospel. 

We called the natives together on 
the river bank, They sent messengers 
to a neighboring camp, and soon na- 
tives were coming from different di- 
ections. When the service started, I 

as surprised to hear them sing. 

here were some fine singers, but I 
could not do much when I tried to 
play my banjo, as they would skip a 
beat every now and then, and I was 
not able to keep up with them, until 
I started skipping, too. They love to 
aS. and as they sang the Holy Sririt 
vegan to bless. Some shouted, and 
some talked in tongues. One boy of 
about fourteen years, who is partially 
crippled in his hands, was standing

on a bench so he could see better. 
When he started laughing in the 
Spirit and praising God, he got so 
happy he fell off the bench, but still 
kept praising God. I found that I was 
in the midst of an old-time Pente- 
costal camp meeting, although 400 
miles out in the wilderness and on a 
river bank,. surrounded by copper- 
colored faces and fighting hard to 
keep from being devoured by swarms 
of hungry insects. I wondered if the 
mosquitoes bothered the natives as 
they did me, until I heard a native 
girl slap a mosquito and say, “Mos- 
quito, he bite.” 

This service lasted about three 
hours. There were several saved and 
reclaimed, and two or three received 


the Holy Ghost. We prayed for the 
sick, and it seemed that they just 
continued to come and come to be 
prayed for and anointed. Our oil was 
gone; and when they found that out, 
a young native woman ran into a tent 
ond came back with a small bottle 
ull. 

Before this Pentecostal brother 
went to this village, these same na- 
tives were drinking, fighting, murder- 
ing, and living in sin and immorality. 
It is wonderful what: the power of 
the gospel will do in these poor peo- 
ple. I just felt so bad because we had 
no worker to place in this village; we 
could organize a good native church, 
if we just had workers. Workers for 
this territo must be strong and 
hardy, as the temperature falls as 
low as 80 below, some winters, in this 
particular grea. We are helping a 
Pentecostal Holiness man to locate 
in this village, as they need a pastor 
at once. The schoolteacher there is 
trying to do all he can to uproot all 
that has been done there. 

Please pray for the work here that 
God will send us workers; that is, 
workers who can stand this climate. 
There are many just such villages in 
Alaska, where the gospel has not had 
any effect for lack of workers, 

Alaska is not a place where one can 
go and do a little preaching and 
have a revival, but a missionary must 
go to a village, build a house and 
church, and, in perhaps two or three 
years, he will be rewarded. for his

During our district convention, 
which convened here in February, 
Reverend D. B. Hatfield, missionary to 
the Middle East (in and around Jeru- 
salem), gave a wonderful lecture on 
missions. He stated that after he re- 
turned there he was going to build a 
Church of God in Jerusalem as quickly 
as he could get the finance with which 
to build it. We had organized a prayer 
band at our church here at Dalton, 
and felt we should like to have a part 
in this building program at our Sav- 
iour’s birthplace and near where He 
was crucified for you and me. The of- 
ferings have been small—only $61.20 
thus far—and I feel deeply impressed 
to appeal to the ministers and mis- 
sion-minded Christians everywhere to 
send in a contribution, if just a small 
one, to hasten this building program. 
Space will not permit me to say all I 
should like to say, but won’t you please 
help in this worthy cause? If the Lord 
lays it on your heart, send your offer- 
ing to the Missions Board marked 
—— for building fund in Jerusa- 
em.” 

Brother Hatfield stated while here 
that he would not be privileged to 
attend the General Assembly but that 
we, as mission-minded people, could 
make him very happy by standing by 
him with our prayers and offerings in 
this foreign mission work.

Christian greetings to all our friends! 
The month of June was a blessed time 
here on the mission field. The meet- 
ings of which we spoke in our last 
letter are now history. The facts are 
herein related but the blessings will 
—— be told. God has visited His peo- 
ple! 

The services started on Saturday 
night, June 3. Before the service start- 
ed, the church was filled to capacity, 
and an endless line of people were 
forced to remain in the street and 
listen to the service over the loud- 
speaker. The singing and worship was 
like a little bit of heaven. Brother 
Georgey Godoy preached a soul-stir- 
ring message, with the fire of God 
burning in his soul. The large crowd 
was moved, and when the altar call 
was given several came to the altar 
seeking the Lord for salvation. Real- 
izing that the church would not be able 
to accommodate the huge crowds that 
would attend, we had arranged to use 
the Emancipation Garden for the fol- 
lowing services. 

On Sunday the midday services were 
held in the church, and God blessed 
both in the morning and in the after- 
noon. One lady was baptized in the 
Holy Ghost, and a number testified 
of the healing touch of God on their 
bodies. The evening service exceeded 
all our expectations. People seemed 
to gather in from everywhere. The 
crowd was estimated at no less than 
3,500. The message went forth under 
the anointing of the Holy Ghost, and 
when the call was given to sinners to 
know how many of them would ac- 
cept Christ as their personal Saviour, 
hundreds of hands were raised all over 
the large crowd. It was impossible to 
single them out and deal with them 

dividually, but after a few instruc- 
tions, those who would were led in a 
mass penitent prayer, to which the re- 
sponse was as the voice of many waters. 

The next night we were to have the

meeting at the same place, but the 
Community Band had planned to have 
their 25th anniversary the same place. 
Permission had been granted to us, but 
we did not want to make trouble, so 
we granted them the Garden for one 
hour, and we were to have the time we 
needed afterward. During that hour 
we had service in the church for the 
Spanish folk. I wish you could see how 
they enjoy worshipping in their own 
language. The open-air service got un- 
der way that night at 9:45. The crowd 
was larger than the night before. It 
was estimated at 2,500. The people 
were very anxious by the time the 
band stopped, as these services were, 
by then, the talk of the entire Island. 
The night had been set aside for pray- 
ing for the sick, also. Many people 
were crowding to get to the stand, 
and as the message went forth, God 
touched hearts; and as the altar call 
was given, the response was greater 
than the night before. The sinners 
were instructed and prayed with, as 
the night before. Then, those who de- 
sired to be prayed for, for the healing 
of their bodies, were asked to so signi- 
fy by raising their hands. There were 
many hundred hands raised. It would 
have been impossible to pray for them 
all individually, so a few special cases 
were brought to the platform and 
prayed over. God manifested His pow- 
er to heal. Many were the testimonies 
of healing. One case was that of a lady 
who was unable to walk unassisted. 
She was brought to the platform, and, 
after prayer, she could walk by her- 
self. By the end of the week, she was 
carrying her own water and doing her 
own work. Praise the Lord! 

The next day people were coming in 
an endless line to our house to see 
mite | and to be prayed for. There 
would be no rest, so we planned an 
outing for the entire party, where they 
could rest and enjoy the beauty of the 
Island. There were about twelve in the 


arty, among whom was Brother Col- 
azzo, the overseer of the Church of 
God in Puerto Rico. Tuesday night 
was the last service. Anticipation ran 
high. People came early, and it seemed 
that all roads led to one place only— 
and that was to the Garden. There 
was an estimated 3,000 in attendance. 
Many of the Island officials were pres- 
ent. The singing was wonderful, and 
the people were happily expecting 
great things from God. The old-fash- 
ioned gospel was preached, and the re- 
sponse was as expected. 

The evangelist was here for only a 
short time, but we feel that much 
good was accomplished. We are prayer- 
fully expecting a great outpouring of 
the Spirit of God that many who start- 
ed may be made to realize the need of 
a continued walk with God. 

Though the campaign is over, we are 
continuously enjoying the blessings of 
God in our midst. It has been our 
happy privilege to lead a goodly num- 
ber of sinners to the foot of the cross, 
where His precious blood washes them 
as white as snow. 

We are encouraged with the way the 
Spanish services are progressing. We 
had a baptismal service two weeks 
ago. It was the largest service of its 
kind since we have been here. There 
were fourteen baptized in water, of 
which thirteen were Puerto Ricans. 
That night we took in members, and 
our heafts were thrilled to see thirteen 
desiring to join with us. Of this num- 
ber, twelve were Puerto Ricans. Pray 
with us that God will continue to bless 
in this way, also. Among the number 
mentioned is one young lady who is 
really an outstanding case and testi- 
mony of the transforming power of 
God. Up until a few weeks ago she was 
a devout Roman Catholic. She read her 
prayer books, attended mass, and did 
all the ritual in good Catholic style. 
But thanks be to God, through 
the zealous, untiring efforts of the 
other converts, she has been brought 
into the glorious light of Calvary. 
Jesus wonderfully saved her. She has 
a ringing testimony. She says she is 
happier every day. The week after she 
was saved she came to the service 
and gave us all her Catholic books as 
souvenirs of one more soul set free 
from the darkness of idolatry of Ca- 
tholicism. 

We want to thank each one of you 
who is standing so faithfully by. us in 
prayer. The more we endeavor to do 
for God, the harder Satan works to 
overthrow what has been done; but, 
as our hands are held up in prayer, 
God gives the victory! Praise His 
name! Paul says, “Though we walk in 
the flesh, we do not war after 
the flesh: (for the weapons of our 
warfare are not carnal, but mighty 
through God to the pulling down of 
strong holds).” We are laborers to- 
gether with God, so continue to hold 
on to God in our behalf. It is only a 
short time now until the grand home- 
coming day, then together we shall 
come rejoicing, bringing in the 
sheaves. 

A word of appreciation is the least 
we can offer to the Missions Board, 
which, through your assistance, has 
made the work much easier and the

Greetings in Jesus’ precious name! 


I am happy to say God is working 
in Japan, and very happy to know that 
my services here are not in vain. Last 
Sunday night one young man, 
eighteen years old, asked me, with 
tears in his eyes, if I could get him 
an American Bible. I told him I would. 
I wrote my mother right after serv- 
ice, asking her to send me two Ameri- 
can Bibles. He told me he wanted to 
study all about religion so he could 
be a missionary and teach his people 
here in Japan. It touched my heart, 
and I could not keep back the tears, 
to hear this young man say he wanted 
to be a worker for God and teach the 
people of his country about the Lord. 
He speaks very good English and is a 
very neat looking boy. Brother 
Walker, I wish you would request 
prayer for this boy. He wants to come 
to the States and study to be a mis- 
sionary. I am praying that some day 
he will be able to do just what he feels 
deep down in his heart. 

I have quite a few religious tracts 
and books in Japanese. Next week I 
am getting an interpreter, and then 
I shall be able to get more accom- 
plished. Please pray for these poor 
people over here; they surely do need 
salvation. I am going to do all I can 
to help them understand and be ready 
to meet their God. I know the ‘boys 
in Korea are fighting hard. I want to 
work just that hard for my Saviour, 
for I know it can’t be long before the 
Lord will come. We can say, as the 
song, “If we never meet again this 
side of heaven, we will meet you on 
that beautiful shore.” 

The people here are very apprecia- 
tive of what one does for them. It just. 
seems they cannot do enough for me. 
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I cannot be here longer than April, 
1951. I do: wish someone could be 
learning the Japanese language so 
he could come over here with the

PERSECUTION STILL RAGING 

IN A NUMBER OF PLACES 

THROUGHOUT THE WORLD 
J. H. WALKER, SR. 


I am quoting to you portions of a 
letter from a precious Pentecostal 
brother who is being persecuted and 
driven from town to town in an ef- 
fort to keep him from establishing a 
church or working to support himself. 
I am omitting the names of the places 
and his name for his protection. 

“Now I tell you that a week ago 
I received a package of literature you 
sent. These brethren give you the 
sincerest appreciation for this treas- 
ure, Brother Herbert.... 

“Two weeks ago I was in A————— 
to collect the clothes my sister sent 
me from H. . I arrived there at 
eleven in the morning, and when my 
sister, who lives in this town, saw 
me, she began to cry bitterly and 
asked me to leave A as soon 
as possible, because the police, with 
the Roman Catholic priest, go there 
very often, ask where I am living, and 
insist that my sister give them a pic- 
ture of me. My brother-in-law, as well 
as my sister, tell them they don’t 
know where I am, because they get 
no mail from me, and that they have 
no picture. They have threatened to 
have them arrested if I should come 
to A———_——., and they not advise the 
police and the priest. My sister begged 
me not to linger in her house or in 
the city, since that endangers them, 
although they have committed no 
offence other than my being an evan- 
gelical. I left the home of my sister 
and went to my niece’s house, who, 
weeping, told me just what my sister 
had said. My family and I get word 
to each other sometimes through a 
trustworthy friend. I left my niece’s 
home immediately and went to the 
station, where I stayed till 4:30 in 
the afternoon when the train came 
through. 


“Brother Walker, the civil and ec- 
clesiastical authorities persecute me, 
not to imprison me, because they don’t 
have charges, but to keep me from 
staying in any one town for any 
length of time, and thus make it dif- 
ficult for me to make a living. The 
cost of living is high here and the re- 
sources very reduced, making much 
economy in H and here in 
B——————_.. I am in the house of a 
Brother P. P., and one cannot live 
as he would, going from town to 
town. 

“Brother Walker, the Spanish evan- 
gelicals, your brothers in the faith of 
Jesus Christ, are really suffering 
persecution, although the Vatican and 
the Pope deny it. If there is an editor 
of a paper courageous, though a 
foreigner, who wishes to ask me about 
the persecution of evangelicals in 
S————__, I am ready, the Lord will- 
ing, to answer affirmatively and ex- 
plain that I am a victim of this great 
persecution. I am telling the truth; 
truth shines through falsehood; truth 
faces you; falsehood turns the back. 
Those who persecute me want me to 
go back to what I left sixteen years 
ago. To return to Romanism would be 
to scorn the Lord, to betray my 
Saviour Jesus Christ. To return to 
Romanism would be to desert the 
regeneration made by the Holy Spirit. 
If I returned to Romanism, I would 
be the greatest coward and the most 
ungrateful Christian, worthy of ter- 
rible punishment. How could I reject 
the gospel of an immortal Saviour for 
doctrines of mortal, carnal men? 1 
Cor. 1:30. We have a real Father in 
heaven, not on earth, Matthew 23:4. 

“Brother Walker, if it pleases you to 
continue your correspondence with 
me, continue sending literature and 
letters in the name of P. P. Address 
the envelope to him but the letters 
directly to me. Without saying any- 
thing else, receive the greetings of 
these brethren and receive the Chris- 
tian love of a brother Rg - 

In this land of Bibles and religious 
freedom we can scarcely understand 
the language of this precious brother 
across the sea is suffering persecution 
at the hands of would-be religious 
persons. Please join him in prayer 
that God will open a way that many 
hundreds, even thousands, may be 
saved through the Lord Jesus Christ. 
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How the Lord Led Me to El Salvador

When nine years old, I was os wd 
convicted of sin in a Sunday-evening 
church service; but waiting for the 
response of my parents, whom I 
thought to be in the same condition, 
I went home without peace. Later that 
night I called on the Lord and tried 
to believe, but it was not until twelve 
years later, in a Washington, D. C., 
Victory Servicemen’s Center, that I 
risked myself on the Word of God and 
testified to the way of salvation to 
two servicemen. There the Holy Spirit 
flooded me with the assurance that 
the Bible was real, as well as true, 
and when the two servicemen were 
saved through my testimony, I had 
a taste of joy completely new and 
better than anything dreamed. 

Seeing that God would use me to 
win souls to Jesus Christ, other am- 
bitions and goals fled away, and I 
desired to live for eternity. 

Shortly after this I was sent to sea 
on the USS Texas, where, for several 
wonderful months, a group of us met 
together several nights a week for 
a Bible study and prayer meeting. 
Seven (at least) of these boys, besides 
myself, are now either in full-time 
Christian service or preparing for it 
in school. When I left the U. S. last 
fall by faith, it was the church of 
one of these ex-sailors on whom the 
Lord laid most of the burden of my 
support. 

With one of these boys as room- 
mate, I spent two years in Bible 
School in Los Angeles, where we 
majored in street preaching and jail 
work. Dr. John Battema, county prison 
chaplain, gave me an office in the 
city jail, where several men found 
pardon from the Great Judge. In 
answer to prayer, the Lord gave me a 
job as playground director in the pub- 
lic school system, and for a year and 
a half I had the privilege to testify 
and preach to hundreds of children 
on the playgrounds. 

In Wheaton College I taught four 
children’s classes a week, and 
preached in the streets in Chicago’s 
skid row, Humbug Square, and other 
similar locations, until the cold weath- 
er made me sick. While sick, the hand 
of the Lord was on me to vow to 
leave school and preach as soon as 
possible. This I had fought for two 
years, wanting more education to lean 
on and following the advice of well- 
intentioned but not Spirit-led friends. 
Resolving to go, no matter what, the 
way opened. 

When the school year ended, there 
came an invitation to work in a 
mountain mission work in North Caro- 
lina for the summer, as assistant pas- 
tor in the Faith Tabernacle of Hen- 
dersonville. There God gave me some 
wonderful friends and led me to much 
children’s work, starting five weekly 
classes and holding three daily va- 
cation Bible Schools while preaching 
half the time. By summer’s end I 
could not go through the city without 
being greeted by some boy or girl I 
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had taught or won to Jesus Christ. 

In the fall, Missionary Willey came 
by on his way to Cuba, with one more 
truck than he could drive alone. He 
asked me to go to Cuba with him 
and be a missionary. This was what 
I had prayed for for months, and so, 
full of faith and with $5 a month 
promised by a Sunday School class, 
I arrived in Cuba. 

Brother Willey was busy building a 
seminary and a new work in Cuba, 
and, after hanging a mosquito net 
over my cot, left me to the mercy of 
the Lord. The diet of strictly rice and 
beans, which he gave the Cuban stu- 
dents and me, made me sicker and 
sicker, and in a few weeks it seemed 
the friends in the U.S. had forgotten 
me completely. One night I became 
desperately ill and sent for a mis- 
sionary, but none came. Reaching for 
my Bible, I began to go over the 
promises made for such occasions, and 
to remind God of the fact that I had 
come to preach His gospel, to work in 
His vineyard, and that I had to have 
His help, and have it immediately. The 
more I prayed, the louder I got. Soon 
I was able to sit up and curse Satan 
to his face. Finally, standing and 
shouting out the promise of my heal- 
ing in the atonement of Christ, I 
shouted through to victory, and Satan 
left. The Lord touched and healed 
me instantaneously. I lay down and 
slept like a baby, to wake the next 
morning feeling like a new man. Sev- 
eral of the students who were gath- 
ered outside my door at the time were 
blessed as well. 

My support came in, then, by faith. 
One day I felt led to demand of the 
Lord a token that very day, if I was 
to go on. At night nothing had ar- 
rived, but I felt I should continue to 
believe that it had come, although it 
seemed strange. In a few days a letter 
from home advised me of the first 
gift I had received, and not knowing 
how to send it, it had been put in 
the bank to my account the day the 
Lord had me ask for it. For several 
months, while the burden was on 
me for support, I could generally tell 
the day gifts were made, by the liberty 
in praying for them. 

Language was a struggle; but going 
out for two days, and often in the 
week besides, with Cuban preachers 
who knew no English and encouraged 
me to testify to their congregations 
while handling the music, probably 
helped me break through quicker than 
if I had had a teacher. As it was, I 
began preaching half-hour sermons 
in a little less than three months, 
though it was a rough time. Brother 
Willey said it was a reproach to the 
gospel; but after five months, he 
gave me a field of my own, with a 
congregation and two Sunday Schools 
to develop. 

When the tourist’s card for six 
months ran out in Cuba, I rested for 
a week in Miami and went to Salva- 
dor, having purchased a little ac- 


cordion that I knew would do good in 
street-meéeting work. There I learned 
a few songs, and went through the 
important cities preaching in the 
lazas. The response was above my 
ondest expectations. After the first 
meeting, I began giving an invitation; 
several broken-hearted sinners came 
to Christ in every meeting. By preach- 
ing only once in a place, I could use 
one sermon and about three songs 
and leave before any opposition could 
organize, It was hard live, but the 
work was worth it, to see the amaze- 
ment and hunger of the people for 
the gospel. That way I preached in 
the six largest cities in Salvador, 
in the plazas, and, having success, 
went on down through Honduras, 
Nicaragua, and Costa Rica. 

Once I went to the church of the 
denomination in which I was raised, 
in San Salvador. The missionary there 
had heard of my preaching in the 
park, and forbade me to come to that 
church any more, saying it would get 
them into trouble. I was very lonely, 
but refused to give up the work the 
Lord had given me. In one large city I 
preached to a fine crowd of men who 
said there had never been a missionary 
or a Bible in the town before, and 
about a dozen of them accepted the 
Lord. Imagine my surprise when, a 
few months later, a missionary told 
me that four evangelical missions had 
been working there for many years. 

In one little dried-up pueblo in 
Honduras, I preached and was having 
a great time when a missionary of 
the Assembly of God came by and 
begged me to stay with him. He 
opened my eyes, by his life, to Pente- 
costal doctrine, which I had always 
opposed ignorantly. God showed me 
they were my friends, when cast out 
of my old religious ties. I was half 
sick, but that dear brother fed me 
fried chicken. I was filthy dirty, and 
his good wife washed my clothes and 
treated me like an angel of God. In- 
stead of arguing with me about 
tongues, as I feared they would, they 
never mentioned such a thing until 
two months later when I passed 
through there again; this time I de- 
cided I would ask them. When they 
told me there was an experience I 
lacked, it was easy for me to believe 
them. 

In Costa Rica, some missionaries 
warned me not to try preaching, but 
the Word of the Lord, to me, changed 
not, and I preached *in the Parque 
Central in San Jose, in Cartago, from 
which the venerated Virgin of the 
Angeles was stolen, even in front of: 
her church, the day she was returned, 
and in Turrialba, where I was jailed 


‘a short time. All this time I was beg- 


ging God for more, and I suppose that 
is why it has been such a struggle to 
get into Pentecostalism. On my way 
back to the U. S., the meetings were 
much better, as I could handle the 
language better and was more ac- 
customed to the life. When the Lord 
led me to Brother Syverson in Santa 
Tecla, who encouraged me and of- 
fered to let me preach in his churches, 
I was happy beyond measure, and 
feel the blessing of God in the fel- 
lowship here as I have nowhere else.

In the early part of the year, the 
Rock Hall church had been pulled 
down to be remodeled and rebuilt. 
Evangelist Hilton Medford and his 
people were sure they could carry 
through this undertaking; however, 
as time went on, they found out that 
it was going to cost much more than 
they had anticipated. But they kept 
on, and on Sunday, September 3, it 
was rededicated; it is all complete 
except the painting. They had hoped 
$600 would cover the cost, but now 
with the painting yet to be done, it 
has cost over $1,000, and at present 
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they have a debt of $350. 

We had a wonderful service. The 
house could accommodate only about 
half the people gathered. The over- 
seer preached the dedicatory sermon 
from 2 Chron. 7:5: “And the king and 
all the people dedicated the house of 
God.” His message was very inspiring 
and stirred every heart to press on in 
the work of the Lord. The offering 
was $52.50, which meant much self- 
denial and sacrifice, considering what 
they have been giving every month. 
Our people surely have a mind to give, 
and they try to help the good work 
along.—yYours in the Master’s service, 
Evangelist V. L. Winter, Wife of the 
Overseer.

HAITI

One of the greatest needs in the 
Foreign Missions Department *of the 
Church of God is a better under- 
standing between the churches in the 
United States and those in the mis- 
sions fields. Realizing this, the authors 
have written “Haiti” with the hope 
that it will enlighten you, in the 
homeland, of the conditions existing 
in the country of Haiti, and will give 
you a better understanding of how 
the Church of God is working under 
these conditions.
